Masters  Degree 
Prospects  Enter 
Thesis,  Abstract 

All  candidates  ror  master’s 
degree  at  June  commencement 
must  have  copies  of  their  thesis 
and  abstract  turned  in  one 
month  before  commencement, 
according  to  A.  Smith  Pond, 
dean  of  graduate  school. 

Two  complete,  signed,  but  un- 
bound copies  of  the  thesis  must 
be  turned  in.  One  must  be  filed 
at  the  graduate  ;office  and  the 
other  with  the  chairman  of  the 
student’s  special  committee. 

Accompanying  the  thesis  there 
must  be  six  copies  of  an  abstract. 
Educational  thesis  must  be  ac- 
companied by  seven  copies  of 
abstract. 

The  abstracts  cannot  exceed 
600  words.  This  is  a change  from 
the  old  maximum  limit  of  1400 
It  was  made  to  facilitate  print- 
ing the  abstracts  in  full. 

Students  are  urged  by  Pond  to 
complete  and  file  their  thesis  as 
early  as  possible  in  order  to  fac- 
ilitate the  scheduling  of  final  ex- 
aminations. 

The  exams  cannot  take  place 
earlier  than  fifteen  days  after 
filing  of  the  thesis  and  must  be 
taken  at  least  fifteen  days  be- 
fore commencement.

Wintry  Look  Blunts  Utah  April 

WASHINGTON  (INS)  President  Eisenhower  has  flatly  re- 
jected a “summit”  conference  in  which  the  U.S.  would  be  the 
sole  western  nation  meeting  with  Russia. 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (INS)  The  heavy  snowstorm  which 
lashed  over  most  of  Utah  with  the  northern  portion  of  the  state 
bearing  the  brunt  of  the  attack  left  more  than  six  inches  of 
snow  at  the  Salt  Lake  Airport  and  more  than  a foot  on  the  East 
Bench  residential  area. 

LOS  ANGELES,  (INS)  The  chash  of  an  air  force  jet  and  a 
commercial  transport  Monday  over  Las  Vegas,  Nev.,  was  prob- 
ably “the  largest  individual  catastrophe  as  far  as  trip  insurance 
is  concerned.”  Los  Angeles  insurance  man  Kelly  Perkins  said 
the  crash  will  cost  various  insurance  firms  an  estimated  SI 
million.
